After two centuries spent in maturing and developing 
the growth ofa standing army, our administrators find 
that eleven millions sterling per annum is nothing like 
enoúgh to maintain the land defences of our island 
home; and they are now acknowledging the duty of 
distributing arms gratuitously, in the hope that those 
who receive them may patriotically undertake to do 
an important portion of national garrison duty as 
volunteers. So long as there is reason to believe 
in the possibility of sudden attacks upon our peace 
this duty will, tio doubt, be performed; but as a per- 
institution volunteering is not a sufficient 
| safeguard. Manifestly it is the duty of the State to 
provile by other methods, equally comprehensive 
and more compact, the domestic force that will make 
thé country feel at all times secure.

It 
forme a handsome volume, in two parts—one contain- 
ing 312, the other 325 pages ; is illustrated with engrav- 
ings, maps, and plans, and. as the frontispiece, with a good 
likeness of the Emperor of the French. The volume 
is printed on good paper, and in excellent 
type. It presents a detailed of the military operations 
during the war, and closes with an account of the 
preliminaris of Villafranca, the triumphal entry of the 
troops into Paris, and the Treaty of Zurich. The few 
introductory pages contain a sketch of the policy of 
France in Italy, and are closed with these words :—

the Imperial ſumilyſand the King of Sardinia), faithful to 
the policy of Henry IV., which has remained as the tra- 
ditional and national policy of France and Italy, Napoleon 
III. undertook the rapid and glorious expedition of 
which the present work retraces the marvellous his- 
tory.” 

— of other considcrations, M. de Cesena’s 
work isa good book of reference, and it comprises not 
only an account of the various combats, from the first 
shot fired in anger down to the “crowning victory“ 
of Solferino, with their many episodes, but also the 
“ orders of the day,“ the proclamations of military and 
civil authorities, tire public addresses, and speeches at 
banquets, &c. 

The author ends witha brief summary df the Trea- 
tics of Zurich. He says :—

“ And, again, we have all Central Italy demanding 
to be annexed to Piedmont, 2 measure which would 
seriously modify the balance of Europe, and change the 
conditions of the evistence of the Confederation pro- 
jected at Villafranca. 

The solution of these question belongs—always re- 
serving the right of the populations—to a Congress 
composed of Powers that have figured in the treaties 
of Vienna, as these are the treaties which are to be re- 
vised in such of their stipulations as relate to Italy. 

“ This Congress is announced. God only knows 
what will be the issue; but, whatever be decided, the 
campaign of 1859 has for ever annihilated the prepon- 
derance of Austria in the Peninsula, and for ever se- 
cired the independence of Lombardy, at the same time 
that it has prepared the liberation of Venetia.

“In our foreign policy, the Message will give the first 
place to the San Juan question, which is at this mo- 
ment in an irritating position, During the last Ad- 
ministration an understanding was established between 
us and England that neither Government should ex- 
clusively occupy San Juan until the pending question 
of its dominion was settled. 

“General Harney, either from some ambiguity in his 
instructions, or from not understanding them clearly, 
took possession of the island. This step called out from 
Lord John Russell a despatch to Lord Lyons, which was 
communicated by direction to General Cass, stating that 
England held undisputed right to the island, and would 
insist upon its recognition by this country. 

“ This ill-advised despatch has complicated the ques- 
tion materially. We cannot withdraw under its implied 
threat, and the president will set forth our rights to the 
island in the clearest and most distinct manner, and 
advise Congress that they be maintained. In the mean- 
time, it is hoped that the prudence of General Scott will 
prevent any collision at the island. 

“ Mexican affairs are to be lightly touched upon, in 
view of pending negociations ; but the president will 
recommend that the present absurd restrictions of our 
neutrality laws be so far modified as to permit our 
citizens who may desire to do so to enlist in the defence 
of the legitimate Government of that republic, without 
incurring the penalty of a fine and a term in the 
State prison. 

In view of the increasing value of our transisthmus 
trade and travel, the Message will call the attention of 
Congress agaifi to the insecurity of those routes, and 
renew the recommendations of last year’s special Mes- 
sages on this subject.” 
Arrests IN FLorence—Dec. 7.—You heard from me 
five or six weeks ago, of several arrests which had been 
made by order of the Tuscan Government, who had got 
on the scent of a treasonable plot concocted between 
some reactionary — of the departed Austro-Lor- 
raine dynasty, in league with men known as Red Re- 
publicans. Most of the arrested persons were speedily 
set at liberty, from inability on the part of the Govern- 
ment to substantiate any evidence against them. Some 
of them, however, as you are aware, were not released 
at the time; among them I mentioned the Avvocato 
Andreozzi, who was in 1848 one of the most ardent par- 
tisans and active agents of Guerrazzi. I hear now that 
the Government have proceeded against Andreozzi and 
three of his accomplices in an “economical” way (in via 
economica) ; that is to say, the Prefetto of Florence, the 
head of the police, has tried these prisoners en fumille, 
convicted them, some say to six months’, some to two 
years’ confinement in one of the State fortresses, and all 
this has been done so smoothly, so privately, that very 
few people, indeed, have as yet heard of the fact in Flo- 
rence. 
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FOREIGN INVESTMENTS IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 

A writer who has had acces to the books of the sub- 
Treasury in New York, where the interest on about 
seven-eighths of the public debt of the United States is 
paid, says :'— 

“These books are a curious study. Many of the 
names they contain are household words. Some are 
the names of Europeans; others of West Indians, and 
even Asiatics. Barely a third of the public debt is held 
in this country. The bulk of it, we imagine, is held 
in Continental Europe. One is not surprised to find 
the names of John J. Astor, William B. Astor, 
Jacob Little, George Peabody, and such men in the list of 
the creditors of the United States, but they and their 
countrymen are in a minority. The heaviest foreign credi- 
tor we notice lis Lord Overstone(the famous Jones Loyd), 
who has lent this country no less than 360,000 dollars 
A Spanish lady, Merced de Lasera, is our creditor 
to the tune of 200,000 dollars, anda noble friend of hers, 
the Count Casa Montlovoy Cestillo, draws six per 
cent. on 100,000 dollars. Several persons connected 
with the Royal families of Europe are creditors of 
ours. The brother of the King of Naples took 50,000 
dollars some years ago, and instructed his agent to in- 
vest the dividends as they accrued in the same security. 
He now owns over 75,000 dollars. His niece, the 
daughter of Bomba, is registered as a creditor 
for over £50,000. These wise le, have been 
looking out for a rainy day. Another noble per- 
sonage, the late Duchess of Orleans, has enough 
in the United States to save the Count of Paris 
from being compelled to follow his grandfather's ex- 
EE and keep school.

It con- 
sisted of a series of recitals of acts now in force in the 
city of Dublin, for the procuring of the present Corpo- 
ration water supply to the city. The preamble stated 
that it was for the interest of the citizens of Dublin that 
they should get a better supply of water, on improved 
principles, and that the water should be taken from the 
River Liffey, at a point indicated by the plans annexed. 
A number of clauses were then added, which had the 
effect of incorporating with this special and private act 
of the citizens of Dublin some of the public acts which 
had been passed froin time to time, for the purpose of 
enabling public — — to carry out their objects. 
A great portion of the bill was occupied in reciting the 
clauses of these acts, but as portions ef the “ Water 
Clauses Act” contained provisoes not applicable to a 
public body like the Corporation, instead of reciting 
them in detail, the billincorporated only such clauses as 
were necessary. There next came the clause es- 
pecially applicable to the arrangements to be made with 
landlords along the course, by which it was proposed to 
convey the conduit ; and the Corporation were eni- 
powered, instead of purchasing the land, to pay a rent 
for the surface ground under which the conduit was to 
be conducted, with the right to enter and make all ne- 
cessary repairs. There was also a clause pointing out 
the manner in which mill owners were to pro- 
ceed in order to establish their cleims to compensation. 
The important portion of the bill is, that it proposes to 
supply all parts of the city of Dublin with an abundant 
supply of pure water at high pressure. Then came 
the provision which fixed a limit upon the Corporation, 
with regard to the taxation upon the city for that supply 
ot water. The cost of the present supply amounted to 
about sevenpence in the pound on all houses under 
collection. Under the taxation clause of this bill, the 
proposal is to supply water for all domestic purposes— 
that the tax for it shall be limited to eightpence in the 
pound, and that the power of levying the tax shall be 
so limited that in no one year shall it exceed 
eightpence in the pound. It should be remarked 


that for that lix it was proposed to supply 
all houses with watcr for domestic purposes, with a spe- 
cial charge for stables and water-closets. There was 


also an extra taxation clause in reference to the supply 
of water for all public purposes, flushing sewers, watering 
the streets, and supplying baths, for which no charge 
can be made by the Corporation. But the Corporation 
will be empowered to levy a tax, not exceedirig 2d in 
the pound.
